Plants should be ‘“‘set’’ in as early in the season as possible be- 
cause transplanting is best accomplished while plant material is 
in a dormant or semi-dormant condition. This rule applies not 
only to planting in spring but also to transplanting in the autumn. 
Another very good reason for ordering early is the ‘‘weather’’ 
which is responsible for much lost time around a nursery. Plant 
material cannot be stored on shelves as most manufactured 
items, to be picked up at a moment's notice and shipped at will. 
For the best results, plants must be dug fresh for each order 
and assembled before they can be shipped. Some of our plants 
are growing outdoors in cold frames, some in greenhouses, while 
others are out in the fields where they are not accessible in 
rainy weather. 


However, all the paper work involved in preparing digging 
orders, packing slips, answering your questions, can be done 
well ahead of the rush shipping season. Therefore, the earlier 
you send your order, the more time we have to carefully prepare 
your shipment. You cannot order too early—even though your 
order is received in mid-winter—your plants will not be shipped 
before the proper planting time for your section of the country, 
be it for spring planting or autumn planting. 


Begin planting early in the spring even though it 
is still cold; don’t wait for weather to ‘‘warm up”’ 
because that is the time plants should be in the 
ground, ready to take advantage of nice warm days and start 
making new roots. Plants which are supplied in pots may be 
planted as late as June. Ground covering plants grown in pots 
can be successfully planted throughout the entire summer. 


Planting in Autumn 
Autumn planting of Iris, Poppies, Peonies and Lemon Lilies may . 
start in August or early September with other perennials follow- 
ing immediately thereafter. Begin planting shrubs in late Sep- 
tember or early October with Roses following in early Novem- 
ber. All planting may continue until the ground is frozen hard.

Another excellent and too-little-grown plant for the rock garden 
or a partially shaded, rather dry location under shrubbery or trees 
is Epimedium. These dainty but tough little plants eventually form 
a ground cover, but meanwhile their starry flowers and handsome 
foliage make a most attractive highlight, even if only a small group 
of plants is used for a start. And if you have a location where 
some color, but primarily a ground cover is wanted, the answer is 
a planting of Funkia. Available with variegated, dark green or 


blue-gray foliage and blue, lavender or white flowers in later sum- 


mer, Funkias are easy to grow, permanent, free of pests and dis- 
eases, inexpensive, and will spread gradually of their own accord. 


Among the low, mat-forming ground covers most desirable for 


shaded areas Pachysandra terminalis (Japanese Spurge) and Vinca 


minor (Myrtle) are the best known. Both are dependable, tough 
and hardy; spread rapidly and make ground-hugging carpets of 
green that withstand considerable wear. Pachysandra Silveredge, 
with its lighter green leaves narrowly edged with silvery white, 


‘makes a distinctive and colorful carpet. A small clump of a dozen

Often a low-growing ground cover is wanted to make an attrac- 
tive summer mantle for areas planted to very early spring- flowering 
bulbs—such as Crocuses, Snowdrops and Chionodoxas—the foliage 
of which should be left to mature naturally if they are to continue 
flowering well year after year. Ajuga (Bugleweed) is a good plant 


‘to cover such an area; and attractive in its own right, with massed 


sturdy spikes of deep blue in May, rising from rosettes of glossy 
foliage which are handsome all season long. There is a most attrac- 


tive copper-leaved form but it must be planted in full sun to permit 


its foliage to develop a deep coppery bronze tone. 

Not all spaces where a ground cover would be desirable are 
shaded. Sometimes they are in full sun, often combined with dry 
soil. One of the best of all plants for such a situation is Polygonum 


Reynowtria—grows about a foot or so in height. It will thrive

These days everyone who has home grounds to care for is 
seeking ways to cut down maintenance costs while making his 
home attractive. In many cases the answer to this problem lies 


in the wider use of ground covers—a group of low growing plants of many different species, possess- 
ing the common trait that, once established, they practically take care of themselves. One of their 
greatest advantages is that most of them can be grown in places where it is difficult or even im- 
possible to get most other plants to survive. 

Much of the pleasure in gardening is derived from discovering out-of-the-ordinary plants, that 
will both add distinction to one’s garden and create new effects. A number of the ground covers 
described in the following pages fit into this category. 

While especially useful in beautifying shady areas, ground covers are by no means limited to such 
locations, but among them are species that thrive on very dry soil; in either sun or shade; and on rough 


The discriminating gardener who may desire something unusual will want to try Euonymus Kew- 
ensis, a diminutive “‘Bittersweet’’ with dark, evergreen foliage, a really refined plant for small areas 
that are seen close-up, such as the edges of terraces, the base of a sundial, or the edge of a small, 
decorative pool. It is equally at home in sun or shade. 


almost anywhere, even under neglect. In fact its spreading under- 
ground stems are so vigorous that it is best kept away from the 
immediate vicinity of flower beds or borders. It is pest and disease 
free and is attractive throughout the season, though it reaches the 
height of its beauty as the foliage turns a copper-red in late sum- 
mer, making a symphonic background for the innumerable, long- 
lasting, feathery sprays of pinkish-red inflorescence. A wonderful 
plant for unattractive problem spots. 

A superb plant somewhat similar in name, but otherwise entirely 
different, is Polygonatum multiflorum or Solomon’s Seal, another 
tough character, happy in shade as well as sun. In early summer 
it develops its typical long, arching sprays of pendent, fragrant 
white flowers. At any stage, from spring to fall it is superb planted 
in generous drifts under big trees where roots are close to the 
surface—and it is valued by flower arrangers as a source of supple- 
mentary foliage material at all seasons. 

A dwarf, low growing shrub suitable as a ground cover on rocky 
slopes or banks, in rough terrains or in the rock garden is Cotone- 
aster apiculata, with cranberry-like berries on arching stems. Its 
ultimate height is not more than two feet. 

If one has a rough, uncultivated slope or a stony bank in full sun, 
the Memorial Rose (R. Wichuraiana) will turn it into a delicately 
fragrant beauty spot during midsummer, and clothe it in a glossy 
green mantle for the rest of the year—even during the winter in 
milder climates. Good for a similar location is the well known 
Lonicera Halliana, one of the very few plants capable of competing 
with Poison Ivy. But Lonicera Henryi has the great advantage of 
retaining its dark green foliage all winter. It is a fine rugged vine 
which can be counted on for year-round deep green cover and not 
quite as overpowering as Hall’s Honeysuckle. Many of the Ivies 
make excellent ground covers also, and when used for this purpose 
may be grown much further north than they would be safe as wall 
coverings. Our Silver Variegated Baltic Ivy is especially beautiful— 
it is known as Stardust. 

Euonymus acuta, forming a dense mat capable of keeping down 
weeds, thrives in sun or shade, spreading its rich, dark, evergreen 
carpet which is absolutely hardy, and one of the best of the ever- 
green vines for this purpose. Use it on large areas only. 

These ground covers as a group, require the very minimum of 
care. Most of them spread very rapidly even if left to themselves. 
On poor soil, an annual top dressing with an organic fertilizer such 
as Wayside Organic Plant Food, well watered in to get it down to 
the roots, will result in more vigorous growth. (Ordinary stable 
manure is to be avoided as it introduces weed seeds.)

Excellent for shady positions under 
shrubs, trees, or in shady woodland spots. Will thrive in ordinary soil in 
shady positions. Plant in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. They soon 
spread into bold masses. They grow 6 to 8 inches high. Increase rapidly. 
Heads of small white flowers appear just above the foliage in May. A fine, 
scented herb reminding one of new mown hay.

Much of the pleasure of gardening comes from acquiring new varieties of unusual form or color; greater hardiness, making 
it possible to grow some species where formerly they could not be grown; and, in some instances, fine old plants that have, 
for One reason or another, become more or less lost track of. That you may more readily find some of these particularly de- 
sirable plants, we mention a few of them here. (The numerals in parentheses refer to page numbers, where they are de- 


scribed in detail.) 


An excellent example of increased hardiness is Thalictrum 
Rochenbrunianum (88), a stately plant for the back of the border 
that yields a wealth of cut flower material during late summer just 
when it is much needed. Another is the much hardier early- 
flowering Tritomas (93) which are not only safe where the older 
forms could not be grown, but bring a range of new colors here- 
tofore unknown in this showy flower. The Geums (54) so little 
known are also exceptionally colorful throughout the summer. 


NEW TYPES. Fine, hardy perennials which are now available 
in excitingly distinct new types include the Dwarf Oregon Asters 
(15), a foot or so in height and in a wide range of the usual 
Aster colors plus a pure white and a Raspberry ice cream; a re- 
markable Dicentra hybrid (46), Bountiful, semi-dwarf in habit 
and reblooming in autumn, with three other new Dicentras to be 
introduced this year. McKenna Longspurred Hybrid Aquilegias 
(1 1)—the sensational All-America Seed Selections winner; Golden 
Carpet Chrysanthemum (31), spreading in habit of growth, en- 
tirely different from any others; Shasta Daisies Mark Riegel, single, 
and Wirral Pride, double (23), indispensable for cutting; Ger- 
anium, Wargrave Pink from England; Heuchera Bressingham Hy- 
brids (64), also from England, in a wide range of colors, a great 
addition to one of the finest flowers for both garden display and 
cutting. Iberis Purity (64) dwarf and absolutely uniform in growth 
because we grow it from cuttings and not seed are unequalled for 
low edgings. The new Canadian Lythrum, Morden’s Pink, and 
Robert, an English variety, (72) create a sensational amount of 
color wherever grown. All of these new types are extremely hardy, 
and any beginner can succeed with them. 


NEW COLORS in our old favorite flowers always create interest. 
Sometimes they are only slight variations, at others, distinct breaks. 
In Gypsophila Rosy Veil (54) for instance, we have a lovely light 
pink to blend with the usual white forms of Baby’s Breath in bou- 
quets or in the garden picture. Geranium grandiflorum (55) gives 
us a vivid electric blue, a very unusual color in hardy perennials. 
The rich deep red flower heads of Sedum spectabile Meteor (91) 
are familiar, but now we can also provide this fine plant in Car- 
men, soft old rose. 


In Phlox, one of the most important of all garden flowers, there 
are both new types and new colors. Wayside feels a just pride in 
having taken the lead in introducing better varieties to American 
gardens.

On 
soils of a light or medium nature dig in plenty of well decayed manure. In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on. 


DELPHINIUM BELLADONNA 


The Belladonna Delphinium does not grow quite as tall as the popular 
English Hybrids, but they produce more spikes and are more graceful, there- 
fore, more useful for cutting. In fact, they are our loveliest early blue 
flowers for that purpose. They require the same care and treatment as sug- 
gested for the English Hybrids, but may be planted a little closer together, 
12 inches apart is sufficient space for them. Their lovely blue spikes are 
about 3 or 4 feet high and produced in June and again in September.

The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is a 
little light alluvial soil, and a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient to 
keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on walls, 
chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 

Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position should 
be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 6 inches 
to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

RUDBECKIA - Coneflower 


Hardy, free-flowering and easily grown perennials, somewhat akin to the 
Sunflowers in habit.

Culture. Ordinary soil in sun or shade. Can be grown singly or in groups.

An easily grown hardy plant which requires little or no care. As its 
name implies, it is the earliest variety to bloom. The never failing 
flowers are rosy pink with deeper shading.

This genus contains many species of interesting hardy plants suitable 
for the rockery, the waterside and the border.

The plants have rough foliage scmetimes speckled with white, and blue 
or reddish flowers borne in racemes. 


Culture. Grow in ordinary soil in, groups in the shady, mixed border, in 


masses under the shade of deciduous trees, or in the rock garden. Plant 
10 inches apart in autumn or early spring.

Showy, hardy plants of medium growth and of easy cultivation in sunny 
borders.

Culture. Those listed will thrive in good, ordinary soil in sunny positions, 
are best grown in masses in the larger borders. Plant in autumn or early 
spring, 10 inches apart; divide and replant every third year. 


Haematodes Each $1.00, Three $2.80, Doz. $10.00 
Masses of lavender-blue flowers rise from a basal rosette of leaves. It 
is exceedingly free-flowering as well as most attractive. A few clumps 
of it throughout the hardy border make a dominating show in July and 
August when blue is so rare in the hardy garden. Grows about 40 inches 
high and loves a sunny place, hardy and not particular about soil, A 
fine summer flowering plant that requires little or no care.

Only one species is worthy of mention here. This has three-foliate 
leaves, and yellow, Lupine-like flowers borne in long, terminal racemes. 
It is of graceful growth and specially suitable for the sunny, dry border. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 8 inches apart. 


Caroliniana Each 90c, Three $2.50, Doz. $9.00 
A lovely Lupine-like plant with rich green foliage, growing about 2 feet 
high, In June and July, yellow, pea-like flowers are produced in racemes, 
6 to 12 inches long. The general appearance is that of a yellow Lupine.

Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 inches apart. All flower in June and July. 


George Graves 
Silvery grey variety that can be used for many purposes. It grows about 
6 to 9 inches high; single plants form a mound about 15 to 18 inches 
in diameter. Grows excellently on such sunny, dry banks and places 
where grass will not succeed. It is ideal for a low border in the garden, 
along a path or in front of evergreen and shrub plantings where its 
silvery grey foliage makes a fine effect. 


Serpyllum coccineum Each 95c, Three $2.70, Doz. $9.50 


Plants become completely covered with brilliant crimson-scarlet flowers. 


TRADESCANTIA. (See color page 90.) 
TRILLIUM - American Wood-lily or Wake Robin

Culture. The Trilliums require to be grown in peat and leaf mold in 
shade or partial shade. Plant in autumn or very early spring, 3 inches 
apart, in large colonies to produce the best effect.

Chinese Bellflower

Many gardens lack Roses entirely because their owners hold the 
mistaken idea that the Queen of Flowers must have a special bed all 
to herself. On the contrary there are many fine Roses, excellent for 
cutting as well as for highlights in the general garden picture, that 
may easily be grown as individual specimens or in the shrubbery border 
just as one would grow any other shrub.

INFORMATION ABOUT WISTERIAS 


Because the flower buds can be killed by extremely low temperatures, 
Wisterias may fail to flower and are not recommended for planting in 
the following states: Idaho, lowa, Maine, Northern Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Northern Wisconsin and Wyoming. 


CARE OF WISTERIA VINES 


All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to induce early 
bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants improperly 
Propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a flower. 
We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more econom- 
ical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have 
fallen; never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth 
and no flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you 
want an abundance of blooms. 


CARE OF TREE WISTERIAS 


The proper time to “shape-up”’ or “‘trim’’ your Tree or Vine Wisteria 
is from the third week in July until August 15th. Cut back new growth 
to fourth or fifth bud. Fertilize only during winter months—November, 
December and January—-never in spring. Spring feeding induces un- 
reasonable growth and not flowers. Very important it is to remember 
that newly transplanted Wisteria trees or vines often do not “leaf out’’ 
until August. Water plants freely while in this apparent dormant state.

The famous English Ivy with its familiar evergreen, glossy foliage, 
requires winter protection in cold sections of the country where it is 
exposed to chilly winds on open walls. It can, however, be planted with 
perfect safety as a ground cover or as an edging to flower beds any- 
where. Baltica as well as the Bulgarian are perfectly hardy and we 
recommend their use on the north side and west side of buildings and 
walls or in shady places or as a ground cover under trees in dense 
shade. The 2%-inch pot plants offered are very economical.

The well known English Ivy with its shiny, evergreen, glossy foliage is not 
suited for the northern parts of this country as a wall covering. It is lovely 
on the walls throughout the south, but its use should be carefully con- 
sidered north of Washington, D. C. 

The north wall of our office building in Mentor, Ohio, is completely 
covered with a fine form of the Baltica Ivy (Hedera helix gracilis), see 
illustration on page 135. Baltica Ivy will withstand temperatures as low as 
10 degrees below zero but only when growing on north and west walls. 
Bright sunlight on east and south walls will kill it. For that position you’d 
better use Climbing Hydrangea or Boston Ivy for solid covering or its 
miniature form, the variety Lowi if a tracery effect is preferred.

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HARDY VINES AND CLIMBERS 


GIVE YOUR GARDEN A THIRD DIMENSION 


Vines and vine-like climbing shrubs provide beauty where no 
other plants can—up in the air! They greatly increase the apparent 
size of the small garden, new pergolas, unsightly outbuildings or 
sheds, dead trees, wire and rough wooden fences, stony banks— 
into beauty spots. Considering the fact that, in addition to these 


virtues, most of them last for years or even a lifetime, and require 
an absolute minimum of ground space and care, it is surprising 
that we Americans make so little use of them. In England, much 
of the universally recognized charm of the humblest cottage gar- 
dens to the most extensive estates, is due to the generous use of 
vines. Look about your garden and see where a vine or two could 


add immeasurably by covering a too-prominent wall surface, or 
softening and beautifying too harsh, bold lines. 


The preceding pages present a wide selection of vines and 
climbers, adapted to many different purposes. Is your problem a 
bare wall on the shady side of the house? Then Climbing Hy- 
drangea, the aristocrat of all wall vines, is the answer. Or perhaps i 
you have a narrow wall surface in the sun, where one of the large- 
flowered Clematis would be a show piece-——and incidently they / 
are just as effective trained to a post, in providing third-dimen- j 
sional color in the flower border. The small-flowered Clematis \ 
Montana rubens and Tangutica make a show all summer and into | 
autumn, and are tough enough to thrive in any sunny location.

For masses of color way up in the air—on a balcony, along an 
eave or atop a pergola—nothing surpasses Wisterias. Ours are not 
the usual plants, grown from seed, but are from grafts and have 
bloomed in our nursery before we send them out. A tree-form 
Wisteria makes a strikingly beautiful lawn specimen. 


For a vine to be trained—by a moderate amount of pruning— 
to fit any space or assume any desired form, there is nothing to 
equal Pyracantha Lalandi, an evergreen Firethorn which is attrac- i 
tive with white flowers in spring and retains its autumn clusters 
of burning orange berries well into the winter. And for a graceful 
tracery effect on fine stonework which must not be completely i 
covered, there is nothing better than the self-climbing daintily | 
fern-leaved Ampelopsis Lowi, a miniature leaved form of the | 
commonly used Boston Ivy.

PRUNING SUGGESTIONS 


As a general rule, Climbers should not blot out or completely mask a wall. 
Instead, they should break up its surface, permitting some of the brick or 
stonework to show through. Ampelopsis, Ivies and similar vines should, 
therefore, have their growth thinned out by the complete but judicious 
removal of certain runners at their point of junction with those that are to 
pain. ae snags must be left. The careful spacing of branches or runners 
is the rule. 


GROWTH HABIT 


Self-clinging Climbers produce anchorage on their young growth either 
on the stem or the ends of the tendrils. They, therefore, only become self- 
clinging once fresh growth is made. It is advisable to cut back newly 
purchased or planted plants severely so that fresh young shoots or runners 
will be quickly induced. It may be not until the second season before 
plants are fully anchored. 


Any reasonable soil will grow most vines quickly. It is advisable not to 
set a vine tight against a wall. Better leave a foot of space between plant 
and wall as it makes for better growth and root action.

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Nothing adds more to the general appearance of a property than neat, well chosen hedges to pro- 
vide privacy, supplemented by suitable edgings or low borders to demark the several areas within 
the grounds. Many famous old gardens owe much of their charm to just such plantings. 

By making selections from the very complete list available here at Wayside you can enjoy not 
only the distinction which hedges and screens lend to your garden, but an added thrill from possess- 
ing the unusual, for a number of our plants have come from private estates abroad, and are to be had 
only from us. Among these new and improved varieties are many which, due to definite habits of 
growth eliminate or reduce to a minimum, the pruning and clipping required by outmoded forms. 

Among the choice hedge and border plants we offer are tall but narrow growing species that give 
privacy without taking up too much space; others of medium height; and still others that are low 
growing, or even miniature in size, suitable for framing beds or borders, or edging walks. Some of 
the new varieties of hedge plants are so upright and compact as to require practically no care in the 


way of pruning or trimming—a great help in these days of high cost labor and crowded weekends. 


TALL HEDGES (4 to 5 feet) are needed on almost every place 
for protection along boundary lines, or as ‘‘dividers’’ between dif- 
ferent areas. Such a planting is a long-term investment, often 
for a lifetime, and one should not be content with the usual Privet, 
requiring constant clipping, and often killed in severe winters; 
nor with the usually unkempt Barberry. If you wish to use either 
Privet or Barberry, there are much more satisfactory varieties avail- 
able than those commonly sold. 

One of the greatest contributions in many years to the ranks of 
plants useful as hedges is the Mentor Barberry (Berberis Mentor- 
ensis). !n moderate climates it remains evergreen through the 
winter, and even as far north as Chicago and Boston, until mid- 
winter or later; it is so upright in habit that it can be grown with- 
out pruning; will grow in almost any soil; and is dense and thorny 
enough at the base to make a real barrier against animals. It thrives 
in hot dry locations such as near foundation walls. 

If a thornless Barberry is wanted—for a hedge along a walk or 
a driveway, for instance—we have that too! It is reproduced from 
cuttings so that all plants look alike and as a result creates a very 
neat formal hedge more dense than the common Barberry. A beau- 
tiful red-leaved form, Berberis Thunbergi atropurpurea, gives color 
to the garden all summer as well as in autumn. 

A Yew hedge always adds a mark of distinction to any garden, 
becoming ever more beautiful with the passing years. The very 
best variety we feel for this purpose is Taxus Hatfieldi. 

Maintaining a good looking hedge in shade is no easy matter. 
Because of lack of sunlight the plants usually lose their foliage 
near the ground, causing a lanky naked appearance. A shrub that 
is eminently satisfactory in such a difficult location is Ribes Alpinus 
or the Alpine Currant. Its foliage is small and dense; it is much 
branched and tight growing, forming a compact plant. Its growth 
is slow, requires the minimum of pruning, probably once or twice 
a year. Will survive 20 below zero just as well as 100 in the shade. 
Also the new upright growing Snowberry, Symphoricarpos White 
Hedge, only recently imported from abroad, is a hedge that will do 
perfectly in deep shade, in full sun and-is indisputably hardy. 

HEDGES OF MEDIUM HEIGHT (2 to 4 feet). Many of the 
plants in the preceding group may, by more or less constant shear- 
ing, be kept as low as three feet, but there are kinds of natural 
dwarfer growth not requiring frequent clipping or pruning to keep 
them at the desired height. Among these is a remarkably hardy 
Box from Korea so tough that it is grown even in Canada. Best real 
evergreen for a dwarf hedge is the dwarf Yew (Taxus canadensis 
stricta) which can be left to grow naturally or trimmed to formal 
shape a foot or more in height. A low hedge with a rounded top 
can be had in either sun or shade by using Stephanandra incisa nana 
—especially good in quite heavy shade, as is Deutzia gracilis, pro- 
ducing lovely sprays of white flowers which are superb for cutting. 
Another outstanding low hedge or edging shrub is Potentilla. Two 


varieties, Katherine Dykes and Gold Drop, neither require pruning 
and are in bloom from spring until frost. Best grown in colder 
sections, thrives at twenty-five degrees or more below zero. 

Most of us think of Cotoneasters as spreading plants—hence the 
common name Rockspray. But C. divaricata, shrub-like in form, 
in addition to its attractive Box-like foliage, brightens the autumn 
garden with a display of brilliant Christmas-red berries. For a hedge 
topping a bank or wall we suggest Cotoneaster apiculata with semi- 
drooping branches that give it a graceful, rounded top, starred dur- 
ing autumn and early winter with red berries similar in appearance 
to cranberries, seldom over two and one-half feet high. Interesting 
color notes may be introduced with dwarf Golden Privet (Ligustrum 


Vicari), a slow grower and reliably hardy; also the Arctic Willow 


(Salix purpurea nana) with blue-gray foliage that harmonizes with 
neighboring flowers of any or all colors; it is tough, thrives in wet 
soils and low temperatures. 

MINIATURE HEDGES OR EDGINGS (12 to 24 inches). Often 
a permanent but very dwarf border is wanted to edge a narrow path 
or a flower border. Where dwarf English Box cannot be used, a 
good substitute is Pachistima Canbyi, a compact evergreen for sun 
or light shade. Less than a foot tall and with a natural spread of 
eighteen inches, these hardy little plants make an ideal miniature 
hedge, either sheared to a narrow width or left natural. The dwarf 
Hedge Viburnum (¥. opulus nanum) is exceptionally good in wet 
or heavy soils and makes a rather large-leaved hedge not over 
eighteen inches even when left untrimmed. It thrives in shade or 
sun and withstands extreme cold. For brilliant color in a low border 
there is nothing to equal Crimson Pygmy Barberry—but it must 
have full sun as otherwise it loses color. This little gem of a hedge 
plant remains at about a foot in height without trimming. 

Sunny Locations. Not infrequently there arises the problem of 
maintaining a small hedge or edging in a very sunny position. Help- 
ful here are things such as Potentilla Gold Drop, flowering all sum- 
mer and hardy to the Arctic Circle; and Hypericum Hidcote for 
moderate and warmer climes. 

EDGINGS. All of the above are woody plants, but there are also 
herbaceous kinds that are excellent for dwarf hedges, and especially 
for borders along walks or around flower beds. Among these are 
Santolina (87), Teucrium (142), Lavender (63), and where Lav- 
ender is not hardy enough, we suggest you use the dwarf compact 
Sage, or the gray-leaved George Graves Thyme; Heuchera Rosa- 
mundi (64) and Dianthus (42), especially the varieties Essex 
Witch, Her Majesty and Old Spice. 

For Shade. While not usually thought of as hedge plants, there 
are a few perennials that make good low borders or edgings in fairly 
dense shade. Most vigorous and effective is Hosta or Funkia, avail- 
able in several varieties, including H. variegata, with cream and 
green foliage. Epimediums give a shower of delightfully fairy-like 
blooms in spring, while the decorative foliage lasts late into autumn.

Many of the old-time favorites, such as Sugar Maple, Oak and 
Linden, are too large for average modern home grounds. Good 
smaller scale substitutes are Moraine Locust, fast growing, in form 
resembling an American Elm, but disease-free; Sunburst Locust, 
new growth on which is golden yellow, giving a unique two-toned 
effect; Red English Hawthorn; varieties of Mountain Ash (Sorbus) ; 
and Dogwood (Cornus), of which we have an especially fine selec- 
tion named White Cloud, as well as the practically unknown 
Chinese species C. Kousa Chinensis. Particularly effective when in 
flower, and providing limited areas of shade, are Fringe Tree 
(Chionanthus) and Laburnum Vossi, the Golden-chain Tree. 

On many places of moderate size, small trees of formal habit 
are desirable as lawn specimens. Here plant such striking things as 
the new Magnolia Dr. Merrill, the Katsura Tree (Cercidiphyflum) . 
Hornbeam (Carpinus columnaris) and Crimson King Norway Maple 
which gives much the effect of a small Copper Beech. 

The Flowering Crabs and Peaches form the most showy and 
colorful groups for spring display. Our collection of these is most 
select and complete. 


LARGE SHRUBS FOR SEASON-LONG COLOR 


Every gardener knows how flowering shrubs in spring supplement 
and enhance the beauty of a flower border. Summer and autumn 
flowering shrubs are, if possible, even more important in this re- 
spect. So be certain to have them in your garden. Here are some 
that will take you right through the season. 

For spring: Forsythia—especially Spring Glory, which blends so 
perfectly with all other flower colors, and Lynwood Gold; Mock- 
orange (Philadelphus)—old favorites, of which we offer several 
greatly improved varieties—Innocence is superb; and Viburnum 
(Snowball) —especially the new variety Carlcephalum, which we 
consider near the top of all flowering shrubs; and Weigela Bristol 
Ruby, which is practically everblooming. And of course the Lilacs, 
of which we have a fine collection (see pages 176-178). 

For summer: Kolkwitzia or Beauty Bush, an arching fountain 
of delicate pink unsurpassed for hot and dry locations; Tamarix, 
exotic looking, with tapering feathery sprays that the flower ar- 
rangers enthuse over; Vitex (Chaste Tree) producing a summer- 
long succession of lavender-blue spikes. 


Latest of all to flower are the Altheas, tall shrubs to about ten 


_ feet. Many Altheas have rather unsatisfactory muddy colors, but 


the four greatly improved varieties which we list have clear, bright 
hues. One of the most unusual shrubs you can possess is Corylus 
contorta, ‘‘Harry Lauder’s Walking-Stick Bush’’—a_ horticultural 
curiosity, but easily grown. 

Of course no flowering shrub border is complete without some 
of the Shrub Roses—such old favorites as Harrison’s Yellow and 
Hugonis. May we suggest a few of the newer, reflowering sorts 
such as our own Mabelle Stearns which blooms continuously; that 
wonderful Polyantha, The Fairy; the Rugosa Hybrids, Grooten- 
dorst, double; and the fine new single Flamingo; Will Scarlett, 
a Hybrid Musk; and Fruehling’s Gold, a Scotch Rose which we 
consider one of the very finest additions to the Shrub group. 


SMALL SHRUBS FOR SMALL GARDENS 


Many owners of small places forego the pleasure of having a 
variety of shrubs because of the mistaken idea that they ‘‘just 
haven’t got room for them.’’ Worse, yet, they fail to realize that 
the things they do grow—especially annuals and lawn grasses in 
inconvenient or undesirable locations—require a great deal more 
time and ‘‘fussing over’? each season than would be required by 
suitable shrubs. May we suggest your trying a few of the fol- 
lowing, none of which grow much over four feet, or lower, with 
occasional pruning. Several are spreading in habit, and suitable for 
‘problem spots’’ such as steep slopes, stony banks and the like. 

The Potentillas and Hypericums are among the choicest of all 
hardy shrubs for a small garden, as they are in bloom practically 
all summer long. Where only a few shrubs can be grown these 
should certainly be included. Cydonia (Flowering Quince), an old 
favorite, is known to most gardeners only in the fairly tall varieties; 
Knaphill, about one-and-a-half feet high; and Rowallane, only 
thirty inches, provide brilliant early spring color. 

The Viburnums (Snowballs) are noted for fragrance, and for 
the the fact that they thrive under conditions of shade and wet 
soil that would discourage most other plants. Deutzia: D. gracilis 
and D. Kalmiaflora grow only to about three feet; and D. crenata 
pendula, with drooping branches, is ideal at the top of a low wall 
or bank, or in front of more upright shrubs. 

Spireas, valued for their general hardiness and longevity, are 
old friends, but if you are familiar only with the common Bridal 
Wreath (S. Van Houttei), and Anthony Waterer, you will be de- 
lighted with incomparably better ones such as Swan Lake, a truly 
beautiful low shrub, Japonica coccinea, and Mongolica—an extra 
early form, the airy sprays of which are delightful in arrangements 
of Daffodils and other early spring flowers. It is worth growing a 
bush for this purpose alone! Another fine low shrub, indispensable 
to the flower arranger for late summer use, is the Blue ‘‘Spirea”’ 
(Caryopteris) of which our own introductions, Blue Mist and 
Heavenly Blue, are particularly fine. For unusual winter and pre- 
spring color there is a new Cornus sibirica, Coral Beauty; its clus- 
ters of upright stems, after the turn of the year, glow with in- 
creasing intensity, and provide the first sign that spring is actually 
on the way. There really should be one or more in every garden.

CALLUNA - ERICA 


The Heaths are hardy, compact, low growing and spreading, evergreen 
shrubs. They are most useful for planting in front of shrubs or evergreens 
_and, naturally, are perfect for edgings. They come to perfection when plant- 
ed in quantities of six or more in one clump to fill in a bay or bare spot. 
There are many varieties, some winter-blooming and others for spring or 
summer show. The small foliage is densely arranged around wiry, short 
stems and takes on lovely shades of green and bronze throughout the winter. 

All Heaths and Heathers do best in a well drained, warm soil which 
should be about two-thirds sandy loam and one-third peat, well mixed.

Soil should 
be slightly acid and always well drained. The first winter after planting, 
it is well to cover newly set out plants with a light covering of straw or 
leaves.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS FOR LILACS 


It is very important you plant Lilacs deeply. See to it that they 
are planted at least 2 or 3 inches deeper in your garden than they were 
grown in the nursery. Further, do not expect Lilacs to bloom cor- 
rectly with full size flowers until not less than 2 years after planting. 
Lilacs require time to re-establish themselves and develop flower buds 
of the proper size and color. They respond rapidly to heavy feeding 
and are lovers of alkaline soils; use lime freely.

be defoliated by drifting sulphur dust intended for the control of black 
spot on Roses. Sprays of wettable sulphur will cause the same type of 
injury. Care should always be taken not to let sulphur dust or sulphur 
spray intended for other plants drift onto Viburnums. 


Vitex (Chaste Tree)

applied in fall gives excellent results, or a commercial fertilizer rather 
high in nitrate of soda, will answer the Purpose. An evergreen fertilizer 
used for Rhododendrons or Azaleas is perfect. Once every two or three 
years remove some of the old wood. This is best done early in spring 
before blooming. Rooting close to the surface, it is advisable not to 
cultivate too deep. Grow in full sun.

All they ask is a reasonably good garden 
soil and an occasional top dressing of cow manure to make them 
grow freely. They do not require a lot of water nor is it essential 
to prepare soils with a lot of peat or leaf mold. While they do quite 
well in shade, they prefer full sun. To insure a heavy mass of blooms 
each year, it is recommended that the faded flowers be removed and 
not permitted to go to seed. Do not cultivate deeply as all Azaleas 
root quite close to the surface of the soil. 


Hardiness. Azalea Mollis are very hardy. Temperatures as low as 
ten degrees below zero will not kill them, but we recommend that if 
planted in sections of the country where these low temperatures 
prevail, the tops of the plants be protected with some cover such as 
a piece of burlap or cloth. Spring planting or fall planting is equally 
satisfactory. It is not necessary to lift and transplant Azalea Mollis 
with a ball of earth. They transplant and grow freely without. This 
makes shipping a simple and inexpensive matter. Mature plants, 
depending on variety, reach a height of 3 to 6 feet.

Begonias delight in a rich soil. It is best to start the bulbs in pots, 
shallow boxes or flats, the soil of which should be light.

TIPS ON DAHLIAS 


Dahlias are a short-day plant. They bloom most profusely in September 
and October, when the short days favor flower formation. 

Now, recent tests indicate that short days also influence growth of 
tubers. Varieties that form tubers poorly can be made to produce larger 
ones, with greater vitality, by shortening the length of day during August 
and early September. This is done by covering the plants with a black 
cloth, supported by a simple wire frame, to exclude light. Four weeks of 
11-hour days does the trick. ; 

However, digging should not be delayed. Tubers dug in early October 
averaged heavier than those dug in late October. Apparently the plants 
draw on the tubers for nourishment once the weather turns cooler and food 
production is slowed down.

Based on many years’ experience, 
we have worked out systems for handling plant 
materials expeditiously and correctly. How- 
ever, to smooth these seasonal rush periods out 
as much as possible, it is extremely helpful if 
you will order as early as possible. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 

All plants, roses, shrubs or bulbs will be 
shipped at the proper period during planting 
in your locality. If there is a special date on 
which you would like to receive your order, 
mention it on your order blank. Weather per- 
mitting, we will comply with your request, but 
remember a “rainy” day can upset the best laid 
plans. If, upon receipt of package or bundle, 
you are not able to plant contents at once, open 
package containing hardy plants to admit air, 
keep roots moist and store in a cool place, 
away from wind and heat. Boxes or bundles 
containing shrubs or roses should not be opened 
but kept in a very cool place until you can plant. 
We pack carefully and a few days’ delay in 
planting will not matter if you carry out the 
above instructions. 


Shipping Directions 

lt is not possible to determine weights of 
shrubs or plants in advance; therefore, we have 
never included iransportation charges in the 
purchase price of any of our products. Unless 
instructed to the contrary, we ship by Express, 
this being the fastest as well as the best method 
because large bundles rarely comply with 
postal regulations. 

We can forward small orders by parcel post 
and, if wanted sent that way, add 10 per cent 


to value of order for postage and packing to 
points east of the Mississippi River and 15 per 
cent to points west of the Mississippi River. 
Packages traveling by parcel post containing 
perishable items shipped after May Ist are sent 
special handling. We pay the special handling 
charge. 


Our Method of Packing 


Shrubs, roses, bulbs and hardy plants are 
sent in separate packages, sometimes several 
weeks apart because they do not mature at the 
same time and are transplanted at widely differ- 
ing periods. Perennial plants are never included 
in the same bundle with shrubs or roses. So do 
not be alarmed if you don’t receive all you have 
ordered all in one bundle at once. This special 
notice is to save you unnecessary correspond- 
ence.
